“Tf a boy from a secondary school can save us in a Spitfire, the same 
brain can be turned to produce a new world.” 
—ERNEST BEVIN, October 10, 19-40. 


We have reached an epoch which may prove to be as decisive a 
turning point in human history as the fall of Rome or the Reformation. 
The outstanding fact of today is the sudden rise to great power of a force 
which glorifies war as man’s noblest pursuit, worships race, crushes all 
voluntary organizations and movements, prostitutes religion, and seeks 
complete subordination of the individual. 


_oif these iad doctrines are not to be forced upon the world, we must 
launch against them an offensive of the mind and the spirit as vigorous 
as that of arms. It can be said without any hesitation that only our total 
effort supported by determination and confidence founded on a solidly 
democratic basis will enable our civilization to survive. Relapse into a 
new dark age in which all that we now cherish has been destroyed is the 
alternative. This is unthinkable. We must mobilize every ounce of our 
power to successfully combat the forces which now seek to destroy the 
democratic institutions which we have gradually developed over a period 
of four centuries. To this end we must completely democratize every 
phase of our national life, economic as well as political, and build it upon 
foundations of righteousness. 


While our boys give their lives for democracy abroad—Robin Burton 
was the first from our school—we who are left must support them by 
waging a relentless struggle for democracy on the home front. It is only 
when people actually possess the substance of democracy that they will 
put every effort to work for it and to fight for it. Our problem is to use 
the dramatic opportunity of war to lay the foundations of a national 
life which is characterized in all its phases by democracy. 


The threat to democracy is world-wide. Only a democratic world 
organization of democracies is appropriate for the people of our times. 
Only a vision of a world democracy can adequately fire the imagination 
of the freedom-loving people of the world to unite for victory. 


We pray that the boys who are fighting our battles may return after 
victory to continue with us the struggle for a “new world”. Let us keep 
faith with them.

On the afternoon of May 8th, 1941, our College was honored by a visit from Dr. 
Carl J. Hambro, President of the Norwegian Parliament and President of the League of 
Nations. Dr. Hambro was an educator before he became a statesman and one of the 
first questions he asked upon arriving in Alberta’s capital was, ““And how is Camrose 
College faring?” 


We greeted him with “O Canada” and “Ja vi Elsker”. He gave us a brief, stir- 
ring address. Social Studies students had the rare opportunity of personally meeting a 
noted world figure and a prominent official of one of the government’s driven out by 
Hitler’s campaign to dominate the world. 


Before leaving, Dr. Hambro mingled freely with the staff and students. In the 
most genial manner he chatted, signed autographs and posed for whole batteries of 
cameras as the students crowded around him. 


In appreciation of this historic visit the College Choir sang a group of songs for 
Dr. Hambro at the public mass meeting. He was particularly pleased with the spirited 
singing of “Landsighting” and expressed the hope that next time we would sing it in 
Norwegian.

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The Battle of the Initiation
